They were immedlatoly surrounded by 
the Indians In Hie airoja, and rolilico. as 
soon as he saw tho number of the band—which 
was over two hundred dispatched one of tho 
men forosslstaucp, who managed to escape, ar- 
riving at Galliano. He gqt togettirr about seven- 
ty men and Marled at once for the fccwie. Jit 
sent out a party who engaged lu « flght with 
him, 
preventing him from joining Politico. 


The lescuers saw the stnushter but could do 
nothing for their unfortunate fiiends. Kvcry 
one ot tlie pulling parti, with the exception 
of the 111:111 who went foi succor, was butcher- 
pil by llic tavagi.'a. They then retreatwt to 
the Sierra Jladrp. Thou the friends of the 
unfoilunato victims wcntonl lo bury the 
dead, they found not far from the spot where 
the massacre occurred tho bodies of hsfi 
Americans, who had fallfii N'lclims, too, to 
the Indians'. Two of tliiv-io ATOM leans, it has 
since been lennu'd.wei'o froui (irant county in 
this teriitorj'. Their names arc Jailics lilukf 
and W. 1). Mcltowell. Thcj had been In 
ChthuahUK for some timo purchasing cattle, 
and were on' thW r way home. It was J11 and 
his band who some tlmo ago murdered sever- 
al prominent cilUens of Chihuahua, amongst 
whom wero two near realatlves of Governor 
Tcrassas.
